I have  the  honour  to  present  ray  annual  report  for 
the  year  1956. 


The  Registrar  General9 s estimate  for  the  middle  of 
1956  shows  the  same  figure  as  for  1955 . The  population?  therefore, 
shows  no  change „ 

During  1956  there  was  an  increase  of  25  in  the  number 
of  inhabited  houses  within  the  Theban  District?  also  an  increase 
by  10  of  new  Council  houses. 


The  Birth  Rate  shows  an  increase  of 
with  the  previous  year.  T;_iq  Death  Rate  is  increased  by  11, 
two  of  which  were  infants  under  one  year.  The  main  causes  of 
death  in  the  district  are  diseases  of  the  Heart  a:

Of  the  notifiable  diseases,  two  were  record  ad  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis?  an  increase  by  one  from  previous  year.  Only 
three  cases  of  measles  occurred  against  90  in  1955>  one  of  Scarlet 
Fever?  no  Whooping  Cough  Dysentery  or  Paratyphoid.  This  is  a 
very  satisfactory  state  for  the  district  * 

The  number  of  vaccination  against  Smallpox  was  18,  one 
less  than  previous  year,.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 
numbered  six  against  one  in  1955-  Twnety-one  children  were 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  compared  with  32  the  year  before. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  appears 
satisfactory.  The  number  of  substandard  houses  was  eight?  two 
less  than  previous  year.  Twnety-nine  houses  were  rendered 
fit?  eight  more  than  in  1955.  During  1956,  there  were  four 
overcrowded  dwellings,  containing  a total  of  thirty 
persons* . Yet,  the  correspond ing  figure  for  1955  was  eight 
dwellings  with  48  persons.  This  reveales  a favourable  progress, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  1957  figure  will  show  further  improvements. 

With  regard  to  drainage  and  sewerage,  no  improvements 
were  undertaken  during  1956.  An  extension  in  the  Pentraeth 
Road  sewer  and  the  construction  ofstorm  water  overflows  is  very 
much  desired. 

The  rc-fuao  disposal  arrangement  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  service  and  the  cooperation  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
is  very  much  appreciated.  The  satisfactory  state  of  Public  Health, 
Sanitation,  and  Improved  living  condition  in  the  district  is  due 
to  his  industrious  work  and  supervision. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members 
for  your  interest.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox . 

A total  of  18  children  were  vaccinated  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year*  and  six  others  were  re-vaccinated 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis . 

B.C.G  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physician  in  collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer 
and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of 
new-born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases,,  During  1956, 
six  vaccination  were  carried  out  in  the  district.
